Though the bar outside 
Barclay Sound and Alberni canal isn't shallow 
enough to let a big ship ground at low water 
—it has a depth of 28 fathom, or 168 feet— 
yet when a heavy gale is sweepfng in, the 
ocean rollers break on that bar, making it 
dangerous for fishing craft to venture through. 
It was the U.S. coastguard cutter Redwing 
that came to the rescue of the Childar and her 
crew, and managed to pull her off the spit.

When 


Combine Starch Properly 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Yesterday I received a postal card from a 
man who states: “Everybody tells me that I 
use wrong combinations of foods but I don't 
know what I am doing that is wrong and how 
I thought 


I would write to you and see if you can help 


to make any changes for the better. 


me.” 
Many years ago, when I 
first started teaching the 


theory of food combinations, 
this important subject was 
almost untouched. However, 
the public as a whole is now 
awakening to the fact that 
proper cembinations of foods 
have a great deal to do with 


continued good health and 
Dr. F. McCoy more _and more people are 
becoming conscious of the 


fact that there is a right way and also a wrong 
way to combine foods. ‘ 

I believe that the food which most people 
have the most difficulty in learnifg how to com- 
bine properly is the class of food known as 
starches. The disturbance resulting from a 
wrong combination of starchy food is most 
likely to appear in those with some digestive 
disorder. I first became convinced that wrong 
food combinations will cause indigestion in 
those with a tendency to stomach trouble by 
watching the action of the stomach and intes- 
tines upon various foods through studying these 
organs with the flouroscopic X-ray. All of my 
study has convinced me that there is a great 
deal of practical value to be found through 
learning how to combine foods properly. The 
results I have secured in getting sick people 
well have thoroughly convinced me that the 
patient who will use good food combinations 
will recover more rapidly than the patient wha 
uses haphazard or incorrect combinations. 

The human digestive system has been ar- 
ranged to handle almost every kind of food. It 
will digest proteins and starches but it digests 
them with different types of secretions which 
are actually to some extent antagonistic to each 
other, One of the common results when a pro- 
tein such as meat is mixed at the same meal 
with a starch such as bread by a patient with 
a tendency to digestive distress is that the 
starch passes through the small intestine while 
still in an undigested state. It will then fre- 
quently ferment, causing a form of starch in- 
digestion which will lead to excessive intestinal 
gas. Anyone who is troubled in this way and 
who in addition has a weak digestion will do 
well to avoid using starches with the protein 
foods. That is—you should avoid cheese, meat 
or other proteins at a starchy meal. 

If you would like to have some rules to fol- 
low for the correct combination of starchy 
foods, I believe that the best plan is for you to

THE NATURAL PRODUCTS 
MARKETING BILL , 

From the Montreal Gazette, 
Conservative: 

The bill has been described as 
expressing an unprecedented de- 
parture and the description is not 
extravagant Any producer or 
seller of a regulated product may 
be required to register or to ob- 
tain a license, to make periodical 
returns, supply all the informa- 
tion required, and submit his 
books for inspection. It is stated 
that the actual administration is 
to be in the hands, chiefly, of 
loca! boards, but the project as a 
whole is a Federal one and will 
be under Federal direction. The 
Provinces may like it or they may 
not; it doesn't seem to matter 
much unless a _ constitutional 
question is raised, In any event 
Parliament is being asked to ac-

cept an extraordinary responsib- 
ility in enacting legislation of 
this frankly socialistic character, 
Of special importance are the

Wayne 


This is the name of an old family 
of Derbyshire, England, although 
branches of the family were estab- 
lished in Yorkshire and Stafford- 
shire, Those branches bore as a 
crest on their coat armor "a pelican 
feeding her young.” 

Richard Wayne, the progenitor of 
the Derbyshire family, sometimes 
spelled “Waine,” is mentioned in an 
old document, dated 1431, as owner 
of lands in Birchover, in the Parish 
of Yolegrave, Derbyshire 

At the outbreak of the Revolution 
in America, the Wayne family had 
been established in Pennsylvania 
for three generations, principally in 
Chester County, The fdunder of 
the family was the grandfather: of 
the famous Revolutionary general, 
Anthony Wayne. During the reign 
of Charles If he had removed his 
family from Yorkshire and had tak- 
en possession of an estate in County 
Wicklow, Ireland. He was a Protes- 
tant, and joined forces with William 
of Orange against King James II 
and commanded a troop of dragoons 
in the service of King William at 
the Battle of Boyne. 


The Waynes were not of the 
Scotch ~- Irish immigration which 
swept into America at about the 
same time, as County Wicklow, in 
Ireland was n penetrated by the 
Scotch, The founder, Anthony, gave 


up his possessions in treland in 17 


and, with his four sons, emigrated 
to Pennsylvania In 1724 he pur 
chased a large tract of land in 
Chester County, where Waynes 
borough now stand Upon his 
death these land were divided 
among his four sons, Isaac, Jacob, 
Gabriel and Francis. Isaac repre 
ented Chester County in the Pro 
vincial Assemb!

Many Odd Stories 


ACK in the early eighties, when a self- 
respecting woman would never think of 
inviting her current admirer into her home 
unless she had a stereoscope and a good 
supply of views, a young man named Bert 
Underwood decided to go into business. He 
and his brother Elmer sold stereoptic photo- 
graphs to the belles of Ottawa, Kansas, and 
did a flourishing business. A few years ago 
the same Bert Underwood retired from the 
presidency of the firm of Underwood & 
Underwood, whose organization of news 
photographers supplies pictures to news- 
papers from every part of the world. 

The first seeds of the association were 
sown when Bert Underwood decided that the 
stereoptic photographs he was selling were 
not as good as they might be. In the better 
interests of romance he would provide for 
young people a superior brand of stereoptic 
entertainment. So he bought a camera—a 
ponderous 40-pound affair-—and set out with 
missionary zeal to effect his reforms. 

He was in London, England, opening 
branch office at the time and he immedi- 
ately shouldered his camera and went to a 
village photographer at Mentone, France, to 
find out how to use it. Despite the fact that 
his tutor knew no English and Bert knew no 
French, the young man must have learned 
rapidly, for a few pre
